ANALYSIS OF THE 
BEVERAGE ANTENNA 


CHUCK HUTTON 


PART ONE-BASIC THEORY OF BEVERAGE ANTENNAS 


The Beverage antenna is a “signal summing" antenna, meaning that a 
radio wave induces currents in all parts of the antenna as it passea 
down the wire, with the currents being added together and delivered to 
the receiver. The currents induced depend on the tilt angle of the wave- 
the degree to which a vertically polarized wavefront has developed a 
horizontal component. The tilt angle in turn depends on the arrival angle 
of the signal and on tilt produced by the finite conductivity and di- 
electric constant of the soil. The lossy nature of the soil (as determined 
by the 2 parameters above) causes losses in the wavefront which muet be 
supplied by the wave, hence the altered polarization of the wave. Pic- 
torially we have:

As an example, consider a Beverage for reception at 200 meters (1500 kHel 
with velocity ratios of .80, .85, .90, and .95. The resulting maximum 
feasible wavelengths are 200, 283, 450, and 952 meters. Obviously the 
higher velocity ratio will pay off if you are trying to buiid an ex- 
tremely long Beverage. Looking at Figure Four, it can be seen that a 
higher Beverage antenna will have a sufficiently favorable velocity 

Yatio to permit using very long antennas. 

Antennas with lower than normal velocity ratios have definite in- 
terest. As the directive curve of the antenna depends mainly on the 
electrical length of the antenna and not the physical length, and the 
electrical length dependsa on the velocity ratio, it is possible to have 
the directivity of a two wavelength antenna with an antenna only one 
wavelength long if the velocity ratio is .5, the directivity of a three 
wavelength antenna if the velocity ratio is .33, etc., etc. Reduction 
of the velocity ratio to these very low levels must be done by arti- 
ficial means~ adding series inductance, shunt capacitance, or a combi- 
nation of the two, An unwanted byproduct of introducing these phase 
delaying elements is the introduction of considerable attenuation,

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Figure 5 is a set of graphs from Knight. The following conclusions car 
be drawn: (1) attenuation is proportional to ffe at low frequencies, tend 
ing to a limiting value dictated by the complex relative permittivity of 
the ground, The complex relative permittivity is approximated by the rela 
tive dielectric constant of ground at high frequencies. (2) velocity ratio 
deviates from the "ideal" 1 proportionately ts f“# at low frequencies, 
tending to 1 at high frequencies. (3) antenna impedance contains a major 
reactive component at low frequencies but tends to the perfect earth im 
pedance at high frequencies, i.e. a purely resistive figure as would re~ 
sult from the assumption that the earth is a perfect conductor. The dots 
in the curve at the bottom are measured values, whereas the lines are 
calculated values, Resistivity and dielectric constant for the soil under- 
neath the test antenna fell between the values for the two measured lines 
Agreement between measured and calculated velacity ratios is good but is 
poor for attenuation. Many researchers have noted that observed values 
for attenuation tend to be somewhat lower than theory would predict.

If you have read references such as Fischer and Misek, differences 
will be noted between the above formula and their formulas. This is be- 
cause their formulae are based on the assumption that the antenna is in- 
finitely remote from earth, an assumption that turns out to produce un- 
Tealistic results as derived plots bear little relation to actual directiv- 
ity of the antenna. The presence of the conducting half space under the 
antenna also means that the pattern can not be described by one formula 
as the pattern is no longer symnetric about the axis of the wire. 

Figure Six is the polar directive curve for a Beverage antenna one 
wavelength long with a velocity ratio of 1 and no attenuation. This ideal 
antenna is the plot against which Figures Six through Eleven are normal 
ized. It and all other plots (unless otherwise specified) are derived 
under the assumption that the antenna is terminated into its character- 
istic impedance, 

Figure Seven is also for a one wavelength antenna, but with a vele 
city ratio of .9 and an attenuation constant of ,50. The effects of the

Su how well does the Beverage perform in real-life situations? As an- 
tend people know, theory is quite often merely an approximation of actual 
performance. Measured patterns of Beverages are generally in fair agreement 
with theery, as evidenced by figures 21-28. Figures 21-23 are from Sorbello 
ana were obtained by scaling down a Beverage to operate at 300 mHz. Figures 
24-28 are from Schofield and were obtained at 3.860 and 13.225 mHz by fly- 
lag « Plane over and around a Beverage. A word about low elevation angle 
feupense im Figures 25 and 27: the antenna ran to the edge of the English 
‘Channel, &t low angles the signal from the plane formed an extremely strong 
surface wave due to the high conductivity of salt water. This gives slightly 
Misleading observations as low angle response is greater than normal.

Should you want to terminate a Beverage with a resistance but are not 
able to use a potemtiometer at the far end while a second person ob- 
serves the receiver S-meter, the calculated impedance can be used with 
good results. Variation due to differing ground constants, height, and 
wire size is not extreme. Actually the resistance giving the least back 
end pickup is not the true impedance because: (1) surge impedance con- 
tains a small reactive component, and (2) a signal propagating from the 
rx end ito the far end induces a_large current travelling towards the far 
end and a small current travelling towards the receiver end. The true 
impedance of the antenna will allow all the current travelling to the far 
end to continue on into ground but of course the currents travelling to' 
the rx will be heard. If there is a small mismatch between the resistor 
and the antenna a small portion of the current travelling towards the far 
end will be reflected back to the receiver with phase reversal. When it 
meets the current that was travelling towards the receiver, ot will neu- 
tralize that current and provide lower back end reception. 

All of the previous patterns have been derived under the assumption 
that the antenna was terminated into its surge impedance. Of course, the 
antenna can be operated without the termination, but will become essentially 
bidirectional. Figure 30 gives a good idea of what happens to the direc- 
tional pattern.The lobe from the rear side is somewhat smaller because 
signals from the rear must travel down to the end of the antenna and then 
be reflected back, with the wire serving as a transmission line. Losses 
will be 25-30% minimum,

It obviously is beneficial to build long, low Beverages (high enough 
for safety of course} in order to have the best directional effects. Of 
course, special precautions can be taken to eliminate downlead pickup. 
For single wire Beverages, use the arrangement below. 
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As mentioned before, reflections occur at the end of the antenna if 
the signal sees something other than the surge impedance of the antenna. 
Hence the matched resistor at the far end. It is also preferable for the 
antenna to see its surge impedance at the rx end so that no desired curr- 
ent will reflect back instead of passing on to the receiver. An auto- 
transformer will sclve this problem nicely; using a Q2 toroid core (per-

The resistance used is the surge impedance of the antenna and the wire 

on the far side is made equal to a quarter of a wavelength. Signals 
travelling towards the far end of the antenna pass through the resistor, 
travel a quarter of a wavelength to the end of the wire, are reflected, 

and travel one quarter of a wavelength back to the resistor. At this point 
they have travelled one half wave since passing through the resistor and 
are therefore 180 degrees out of phase with currents exiting from the re- 
sistor. Phase cancellation then results. Contrary to what one might expect, 
this system has been shown to perform well over a 2:1 bandwidth and will 
give acceptable results at up to a 3:1 bandwidth. 

Coupling between Beverage antennas or between Beverages and other an- 
tennas can occur. Ground any antenna not in use to prevent spurious pick- 
up. Beverages in use can be crossed at angles of 60 degrees or more with 
spacing of only a few feet per FCC tests. These same tests showed coupling 
with antennas running in parallel directions if the spacing is less than 
400 feet. However, John McIlvenna (personal communication) reported that 
tests run at Harvard indicate that there is very little coupling is pre- 
sent on antennas more than 5-10 feet apart. Experience and the opinions 
of other users lead me to believe that the correct answer is much less 
than the FCC results but much more than Harvard's results, 

One of the most beneficial properties of the Beverage is its immunity 
to electrical noise. Part of this is due to its directivity and part due 
to the fact that the Beverage receives only horizontally polarized waves 
while most electrical noise is vertically polarized. The vertical pola- 
rization of noise is due to the fact that while both polarizations are 
produced by the noise source, the horizontally polarized noise is atten- 
uated much more rapidly. (This is one reason why MW broadcasters use 
vertical transmitting antennas). For a dramatic description of noise re- 
duction possible with a Beverage, see Boothe's QST article. Pay particular 
attention to the problems he had with noise radiation from his vertical 
that was picked up by his Beverages. 

Now to a more practical evaluation of Beverages and their construction. 
Most people interested in putting up a Beverage are overly concerned with 
the straightness of the antenna, a constant height above ground, and the 
soil underneath the antenna. In my experience any wire strung up will pro- 
duce good results. The difference in results between a sloppily constructed 
Beverage and a perfect Beverage will be only moderate. I have used many 
antennas that snaked in direction due to the availability of trees for 
support and they have given me excellent results. 

I would recommend that anyone with a Beverage take precautions against 
lightning. The only thing effective against a direct hit on the antenna is 
to have it removed from the receiver. Lightning arrestors available comm- 
ercially will not remove the danger in case of a direct hit, They are 
effective against the large static charges that accumulate on a Beverage 
when there is lightning in the vicinity-say within half a mile. These 
charges are large enough to destroy the front end of your receiver so 
it is worthwhile to install an arrestor. These static charges can also 
burn out the termination resistor; the FCC report mentioned in the ref- 
erences notes that the Grand Island station found their resistors burned 
out after every electrical storm. 


Errata: Figure Four quite obviously includes velocity data for 833 and 
500 kHz in addition to the 1500 kHz mentioned in the text. Comparison is 
now possible between the velocity ratio for the same antenna at different 
frequencies.
